Our  service  is  to  supply  Sandown  residents  with  book  and  non- 
bookinformation.  This  is  done  with  our  own  collection  of  over  3,000 
volumes  and  through  the  services  of  the  State  Library  whose  bookmobile 
loaned  us  1,  023  volumes  this  year.  The  State  Library  also  handles 
our  many  special  requests  each  year,  including  the  use  of  their  films, 
large  print  book  and  professional  services. 

Mrs.  Mary  Ellen  O'Neil  heads  our  story  hour  program  which 
is  the  delight  of  many  pre -school  children.  Her  professional  approach 
is  invaluable  as  is  that  of  our  other  assistant,  Cathy  Pinard. 

The  Summer  Reading  Program  under  Mr,  Henry  Fardelle 
continues  as  a  favorite  for  the  one  through  six  grade  children  and 
this  year  for  the  first  time,  we  were  able  to  offer  two  craft  courses, 
macrame  and  porcelain  painting  to  our  services.  Checkers,  chess, 
puzzles  and  recordings  continue  to  be  enjoyed  by  the  teenage  borrowers. 

The  Library  has  additionally  been  used  by  the  Derry  Visiting 
Nurses  for  screening  programs. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  headed  by  Mrs.  Edna  Franch  pre- 
sented six  programs  to  the  community.  They  also  raised  money  for 
ongoing  projects  through  the  cookbook  sale,  the  penny  sale,  a  plant 
sale  and  teas  given  by  members.  They  conducted  a  project  and 
presented  a  program  for  The  Sandown  School  to  celebrate  National 
Book  Week  and  are  working  on  a  town  quilt.    With  their  help  we  are

planning  the-,  writing  of  a  town  history  to  be  done  by  Mr,  Sandy  Thomas 
and  to  finish  a  storage  room  in  the  basement.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  Fire  Department's  number  of  calls  increased  in  1976 
partly  due  to  the  increase  of  population.  The  largest  number  of 
calls  were  to  fires  that  were  of  suspicious  origin.  These  types  of 
fires  endanger  not  only  the  firefighter  but  the  neighboring  homes 
are  also  threatened. 

The  persons  responsible  for  setting  fire  to  one  house  were 
apprehended  and  brought  to  court.  The  other  fires  are  still  under 
investigation  by  the  Fire  Marshall's  Office  and  the  Sheriff 's  Dept. 

Nationally,  fires  by  design,  are  on  the  increase.  This  is  a 
dangerous  and  costly  trend.  Any  gain  that  is  made  by  this  type  of 
fire  is  only  temporary  as  insurance  premiums  increase  to  offset  the 
companies  losses  and  this  hurts  all  policy  holders  by  higher  costs  to 
buy  fire  insurance.  The  most  tragic  is  the  loss  of  life  especially  the 
very  young  and  the  older  persons  as  they  can  not  escape  without  help 
from  someone  else. 

Chimney  fires  are  again  increasing  and  most  of  these  can  be 
prevented  by  proper  inspection  and  cleaning  of  the  flues  used.  The 
type  of  wood  being  used  for  burning  is  the  item  that  should  be  care- 
fully selected,  so  please  when  you  start  to  use  a  chimney  have  it 
inspected  and  cleaned  by  persons  that  are  reliable  in  this  field. 

We  received  our  share  of  burned  automobiles.  Most  of  these 
vehicles  are  from  Massachusetts.  This  again  causes  fire  exposure 
problems  to  innocent  life  and  property. 

We  have  had  an  increase  in  new  members.    Most  of  these 
men  have  attended  a  basic  firefighting  course  which  makes  better 
firefighting  capabilities  for  the  department.     Some  of  the  older 
members  have  attended  advanced  courses.     All  these  courses  are 
taught  by  the  New  Hampshire  Fire  Service  Training  Department. 

Please  report  any  fire  no  matter  how  small  it  may  be  as 
toxic  gases  will  kill  life  that  comes  in  contact  with  them. 

Anew  fire  reporting  telephone  service  was  put  in  service  this 
year.     It  has  speeded  the  response  time  to  afire  and  allows  the  caller 
to  contact  the  Fire  Department  during  times  when  there  is  minimum 
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manpower  available. 

Again  my  personal  thank  you  to  all  that  have  made  this 
a  working  department.

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DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF  AND  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Since  its  beginning  in  1893,  the  State  Forestry  Department  has 
recognized  the  fact  that  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  is  a 
joint  state  and  town  or  city  responsibility.  Local  authorities  recommend 
names  of  persons  to  the  State  Forester,  who  appoints  one  person  as 
town  or  city  fire  warden  and  several  other  persons  as  town  or  cit) 
deputy  fire  wardens  to  a  three  year  term. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  controls  the  kindling  of  all  out- 
side fires,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  by  issuing  a 
written  permit  for  kindling  a  fire.    Permits  are  only  issued  at  such 
times  and  in  such  places  as  the  fire  warden  deems  as  safe. 

The  State  Forest  Fire  Service  trains  the  local  forest  fire  organiza- 
tion in  modem  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  tactics.    The 
State  also  provides  backup  personnel  and  equipment  for  suppression 
and  prevention  activities. 

The  combination  of  State  and  local  forces  has  resulted  in  one 
of  the  smallest  acreage  loss  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United  States 
for  the  past  20  years,

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FIRE  STUDY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Fire  Study  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Sandown 
selectmen  on  May  24,  1976.  The  purpose  of  the  study  was  to 
determine,  through  investigation,  the  direction  the  Town  might 
take  in  up-dating  our  fire-fighting  facility. 

Initially  the  Committee  examined  the  present  condition  of 
housing  and  equipment,  keeping  in  mind  that  £he   man-power    phase 
could  be  integrated  at  a  later  date,      t  was  agreed  that  housing  is  a 
critical  area,  followed    by  the  need  soon  for  more  and  better  fire- 
fighting  equipment. 

After  inspecting  the  facilities  in  surrounding  eommunrkies. 
and  discussing  the  related  problems  with  their  officials,  this  Committee 
explored  all  sources  of  State  or  Federal  aid  available  to  ease  the 
burden  on  the  tax-payer.  Most  funding  was  inadequate  for  our  needs, 
the  only  one  at  this  time  being  the  Federally  sponsored  Economic 
Development  Act.  Although  this  fund  is  depleted  at  the  present  time, 
more  dollars  are  to  be  appropriated  for  re -funding. 

The  Committee  also  determined  that  application  for  use  of 
these  funds  require  that  the  local  program  must  be  nearly  in  a  ready- 
to-go  state.  This  means  that  preliminary  and  or  complete  pre- 
construction  planning  must  have  preceded  the  application.  Architec- 
tural drawings,  engineering  requisites,  and  sight  selection  should  be 
prepared  for  acceptance. 

Consultations  with  architects  and  engineers  indicate  that  the 
next  step  would  be  to  recommend  to  the  residents  that  funds  be  appro- 
priated at  the  next  Town  Meeting  to  cover  the  cost  of  initial  plan- 
ning as  outlined  above.  We  have  been  advised  that  if  the  Town  does 
succeed  in  obtaining  Federal  aid,  this  pre-planning  money  will  be 
reimbursed. 

The  Committee  thanks  all  of  the  townspeople  who  have  shown 
an  interest  in  this  project.  The  press,  those  who  contributed  sugges- 
tions and  information,  and  those  who  participated  in  the  public  hear^ 
ing  in  October  of  this  past  year.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  Sandown  Police  Department  handled  a  record  number  of 
calls,  increased  service  hours' and  increased  service  miles. 

Calls  to  the  department  increased  by  600,  service  hours 
increased  by  308,  service  miles  increased  by  5526.  Due  to  the  rise 
in  population  and  growth  of  the  town,  more  demands  have  been 
placed  on  the  department. 

Town  growth  for  1976  was  ten  percent  statistically.  Develop- 
mental growth  increases  population  and  area.  The  increased  crime 
rate  in  Rockingham  County  is  300  percent  for  1976. 

In  an  effort  to  help  curb  the  potential  for  crime  in  Sandown, 
the  department  purchased  marking  pencils  and  made  them  available 
to  the  public  and  instituted  regular  police  patrols. 

The  residents  of  Sandown  have  been  helpful  during  the  period, 
they  are  the  eyes  of  the  department.  They  have  made  it  possible  for 
the  department  to  correct  problems  and  have  made  the  department 
aware  of  potential  problems.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

The  calendar  year  of  1976  was  a  very  busy  and  eventful  one 
for  the  Planning  Board.  The  Board  was  changed  from  a  five  person 
to  a  seven  person  Board,  this  along  with  two  resignations  formed  an 
almost  entirely  new  Board,  leaving  only  two  members  with  any 
extended  service  on  the  Board. 

Mr.  Loyd  Lessard's  term  expired  in  March  and  it  was  very 
disappointing  to  learn  that  he  did  not  want  to  be  reappointed.  He 
had  served  the  Board  for  many  years,  and  as  its  Chairman  for  several 
years.  His  great  knowledge  of  Town  history  and  background  was  a 
great  asset  to  the  Board.  We  accepted  his  resignation  knowing  that 
the  loss  of  his  presence  would  be  greatly  felt.  Howard  Johnson  a 
local  building  contractor  was  appointed  to  replace  him. 

The  resignation  of  Catherine  Blanco  who  had  served  on  the 
Board  for  about  a  year  was  received  in  May  and  it  was  accepted. 
Richard  Hall  a  member  of  the  Police  Department  and  the  local  Dog 
Officer  was  appointed  to  replace  her. 

In  July  Robert  Fryer  resigned  from  the  Board,  due  to  possible 
future  conflict  of  interests.  Mr.  Fryer  who  is  an  attorney  was  mainly 
responsible  for  the  many  revisions  and  updating  of  our  present 
"Zoning  Ordinances  and  Land  Subdivision  Regulations".  His  keen 
legal  knowledge  and  expertise  in  the  language  of  the  law  was  of 
immense  value  to  us,  in  rewriting  and  introducing  new  legislation. 
"Bob"  gave  unselfishly  of  his  time  and  talents,  and  so  it  was  with 
great  regret  that  the  Board  accepted  his  resignations.  Harold  Durgin 
an  employee  of  the  United  States  Postal  Service  was  appointed  to 
replace  him. 

Another  innovation  this  year  was  the  "on  site  inspection!'. 
These  are  generally  held  on  a  Sunday  morning,  the  Board  visits  the 
actual  site  of  the  proposed  subdivision  to  evaluate  the  topography 
and  the  type  of  soil  there.  We  also  determine  how  any  new  roads  or 
driveways  will  access  into  existing  roads.  We  inspect  the  progress  of 
any  new  roads  and  driveways  for  proper  drainage  and  safety  factors. 
Nine  site  inspections  were  made  since  July. 

The  Board  granted  thirteen  ( 13)  requests  for  recording  purposes, 
these  were  mainly  for  relocation  of  boundry  lines.    We  had  requests 
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for  information  or  opinions  on  thirty-four  (34)  lots,  people  wanting 
to  know  what  they  could  do  with  undersized  lots,  conversions  of 
camps,  future  developments,  etc.  along  with  forty-six  (46)  pre- 
preliminary  hearings.  The  Board  held  preliminary  hearings  on  seventy 
(70)  lots,  and  granted  final  approval  on  thirty-seven  (37)  lots,  but  we 
have  almost  this  amount  which  are  ready  for  final  approval.  The 
Board  held  one  public  hearing  for  amendments  to  the  "Land  Subdivi- 
sion Control  Regulations".

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BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT  REPORT 

During  1976  the  board  of  adjustment  received  applications  for 
seven  special  exceptions.  Of  these,  two  were  denied  and  five  were 
approved.  Of  the  five  approved,  two  were  for  nursery  schools,  one 
gravel  removal,  one  conversion  to  a  two  family  home  and  one  nursery 
and  garden  shop. 

Eleven  applications  for  a  variance  were  acted  upon.  Five  were 
denied  and  six  approved.  The  board  held  re-hearings  on  two  of  the 
variances  and  in  both  cases  the  original  decisions  were  reversed. 

Due  to  conflicts  with  other  meetings  the  board  of  adjustment 
revised  the  by-laws  so  that  the  regular  public  hearings  are  now  held 
on  the  last  Wednesday  of  each  month.  All  applications  must  be  in 
the  hands  of  the  secretary  by  5  P.  M.  on  the  tenth  of  the  month  in 
which  the  request  is  to  be  heard.  All  applications  must  be  filled 
out  completely  or  they  will  be  returned  to  the  applicant.  Copies  of 
the  revised  by-laws  are  available  for  perusal  at  the  Sandown  Library 
and  in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk.  Copies  of  the  town  zoning 
ordinances  are  also  available  at  these  locations  and  may  also  be 
purchased  for  one  dollar  from  the  town  clerk. 

Occassionally  the  wording  on  the  applications  has  been  confusing 
tothe  applicant  thus  causing  confusion  within  the  board  as  to  the  exact 
nature  of  the  application.  Due  to  this,  revised  applications  for 
special  exceptions  and  variances  are  now  available.  Once  a  party 
has  approached  the  building  inspector  for  a  building  permit  and  has 
been  relused  the  party  may  then  request  application  forms  from  the 
chairman  or  secretary  of  the  board  of  adjustment.  The  forms  should 
then  be  filled  out  according  to  instructions  and  returned  to  the 
secretary. 

The  board  trusts  that  with  the  revisions  made  this  year  and  the 
full  cooperation  of  the  applicants  it  will  be  able  to  serve  the  public 
more  efficiently  and  insure  an  orderly  growth  within  the  town.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

This  past  bicentennial  year  has  left  us  with  many  contrasts  over 
the  two  hundred  years  of  our  nation's  development.  One  of  these,  in 
particular,  is  our  ever  increasing  population.  The  demands  it  places 
on  our  resources,  mainly  our  watershed  areas  and  wetlands,  is  now  at 
an  all  time  high.  Wise  and  prudent  usage  of  these  irreplaceable 
resources  is  not  just  the  responsibility  of  governmental  agencies  but  of 
every  American  citizen,  as  well. 

During  this  past  summer,  many  of  our  residents  were  concerned 
about  the  quality  of  our  ponds  and  other  water  resources.  The  New 
Hampshire  Department  of  Public  Health  has  assured  us  that  we  still 
have  a  high  standard  of  water  quality,  however,  we  must  maintain  a 
constant  vigilance  in  this  area. 

Five  hundred  Conservation  Commission  questionaires  were  dis- 
tributed last  March.  Four  were  answered  and  returned !  If  your 
Conservation  Commission  is  to  function  for  the  townspeople,  it  must 
have  your  input.  Many  worthwhile  projects  could  have  been  initiated, 
but  due  to  lack  of  help,  theywere  not  possible.  Some  of  these  proposals, 
would  have  ultimately  saved  the  town's  money.  For  example:  timber 
management  and  mapping  and  surveying  oftown  owned  land  for  timber 
harvesting.    Hopefully  these  projects  can  be  launched  in  1977. 

Your  Conservation  Commission  urges  anyone  desiring  to  serve 
in  any  capacity  to  please  contact  us.  It  is  an  investment  for  this 
generation  and  a  living  testimonial  to  future  generation  that  we  do 
care.

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DERRY  VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION 

This  was  our  second  year  of  service  to  Sandown  residents  and 
our  public  health  nurses  and  physical  therapist  again  provided  192 
home  visits,  as  in  the  first  year.  However,  a  very  large  increase  in 
visits  and  total  hours  was  provided  by  the  Homemaker/Home  Health 
Aid  Program.  During  the  first  year  202  visits  were  provided  compared 
to  342  visits  this  year.  The  number  of  hours  of  assistance  provided  in 
the  home  went  from  543  1/2  to  904  3/4!  This  is  an  extremely  high 
rate  of  utilization  of  this  service,  and  it  is  proving  to  be  of  real  help 
in  postponing  nursing  home  admissions  for  the  elderly  and  in  easing 
home  care  following  hospital  discharge  for  many. 

Our  public  health  visits  include  visits  made  to  newborns  and 
their  mothers,  and  in  February,  1976,  Derry  Visiting  Nurse  Association 
was  awarded  a  grant  from  the  state  Bureau  of  Maternal  and  Child  Health 
to  help  to  increase  efforts  in  providing  more  in-depth  and  supportive 
kinds  of  visits  in  this  area.  Under  this  program  the  state  is  asking 
local  visiting  nurse  agencies  to  identify  and  provide  assistance,  espe- 
cially to  infants  and  families  who  might  have  greater  health  or 
development  risks.  However,  our  own  committment  is  to  make  oui^ 
selves  available,  also,  for  support  to  all  fariiilies  of  newborns  and 
pre-school  children.  Our  major  opportunity  to  be  of  assistance  is  by 
making  a  visit  as  soon  as  possible  after  mother  and  baby  come  home 
from  the  hospital.  Because  hospital  referrals  are  not  certain,  and  are 
often  delayed,  families  wishing  such  a  visit  should  feel  free  to  call 
our  office  Monday  through  Friday,  from  8  A.  M.  to  4  P.  M.  at 
432-7776  or  434-5806.  Anyone  who  might  need  help  in  making  out 
applications  to  state  clinics  for  pre-school  children  should  call  these 
numbers  as  well.  (School-age  children  are  assisted  by  the  school 
nurse. ) 

Our  immunization  clinics  are  open  to  children  of  any  age  and 
are  held  the  first  Friday  of  February,  April,  June,  August,  October 
and  December  from  9  A.M.  to  10:30  A.M.  at  Saint  Luke's  Church 
on  East  Broadway  in  Derry.

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MOSQUITO  CONTROL  REPORT 

At  the  3-976  Annual  Town  Meeting  the  voters  created,  esta- 
blished, and  funded  ($1000. )  A  Town  Mosquito  Control  District,  the 
goal  of  which  is  to  try  to  eliminate  breeding  conditions  for  mosquitoes. 

In  cooperation  with  Plaistow  a  breeding  site  survey  was  carried 
out  during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1976.  This  survey  was  to  entail 
the  identification  ofmosquito larval  specimens,  locatingthe  breeding 
areas,  and  to  recommend  future  plans  of  control  that  would  be  effec- 
tive as  well  as  economically  sound.  All  areas  of  either  actual  or 
possible  breeding  sites  were  catalogued  on  a  standard  field  survey 
form  and  placed  into  a  binder  as  a  permanent  record,  cross-referenced 
to  a  large  map  of  Town. 

The  approximate  four  hundred  and  fifty  survey  forms  include 
information  on;  location,  description  of  area,  drainage,  mosquito 
potential,  possible  control  measures,  environmental  types,  habitat 
types,  vegetation  and  shade,  size,  depth,  permanence  and  water  move- 
ment, water  conditions,  spraying  hazards  and  elimination  methods. 

A  larviciding  program  for  six  weeks  in  the  spring  and  adulti- 
ciding(truck  mounted  Leco  Ultra  Low  Volume  Sprayer)  during  the  six 
weeks  of  late  summer  with  a  continual  source  reduction  program, 
involving  opening  ditches  and  unplugging  culverts  resulted  in  a  budget 
request  of  $3000,
